Germany now stands 
against an alliance of world democracy, 
and the people of.the world are. per- 
suaded: and are daily becoming more 
convinced that the triumph of freedom 
in the world is impogsiblé so long as 
Germany remains what she is.” 

It. is ‘abundantly clear that the con- 
stitutional question is going to play a 
great part in the remainder of the war. 
The reactionaries will doubtless make 
a fight, and there are hints that General 
Ludendorff may be used as their cham- 
pion against Bethmann Hollweg. Next 
to Hindenburg Ludendorff is the great- 
est factor in Germany, and behind. the 
scenes he probably is the stronger force, 
but it should be remembered that. the 
-Chancellor is merely the mouthpiece of 
the Kaiser and, therefore, Bethmann 
Hollweg’s words are an indication of 
thre changed attitude of mind in ‘the 
‘highest places. -

On the basis of reports received yes- 
‘Commander ‘John Grady,: in 
charge of the Eastern’ Recruiting - Di- 
vision of the United States Navy, esti- 
y | mated that more than 1,500 men were 
enlisted “into ‘the. sePvicé “in: the ‘last 
week. Of this number thd Atlantic sea- 
board States contributed more than 500, 
with about 100 from New York City, 

“This ig only: the beginning,” said 
Commander Grady. ‘‘ We will do even 
better than 1,500 men a week for the 
whole country before the month is up, 
I have received no réturns ftom the 
Middle West and Southwest.”’ 

In the Eastern Division, which ex 
terds from Detroit east to the sea- 
board, and as far south as West. Vir- 
ginia, 832 men were enlisted in the week 
ended March 22. The proportion of in- 
crease for the Eastern Division, which 
is only one-fourth of the country, would 
indicate &dded enlistments above the 
normal for.a year of more than 5,000 
men in this district. 

Yesterday's results in New York City 
were gratifying to the recruiting offi- 
cials. More than eighty perscns applied 
for enlistment at the headquarters on 
Twenty-third Street. Twenty-one of 
these were enlisted and thirty more 
who passed the physical examination 
promised to return later, Twenty-nine 
men failed ‘to, pass the examination. 

More than sixty men applied for the 
Navy Aviation Corps now being organ- 
ized at Pensacola, Fla. Owing to the 
exacting physical and mental require- 
ments, only three were accepted. 

Commander K:*M, Bennett, in charge 
of the Navy Publicity Bureau, last night 
authorized an afinouncement which fol-

TPREE UNITED POLAND 


OFFERED BY RUSSIA 


Wish Proclaimed That New Na- 
tion Shall. Choose its Own 
Form of Government. 


RALLY FOR LIBERTY URGED 


Pian Provides That. Three Separated 
Parts Shall Be Restored as 
Independent State. 


‘LONDON, March -30.—The Russian 
Government has issued a proclamation 
to all Poles formally’ anrtouncing the_ 
Government's wish that’ Poland decide 
for itself the form of government it 
desires, says a Reuter dispatch from 
Petrograd, yee 

The Government takes it- for granted 
that the decision will be for ‘‘a new 
independent Poland, formed of all the 
three now separate parts.” -The Poles 
are to determine the form of their 

overnment at a constitutional assem- 

y to be held at the capital of Poland 
on the basis of unive frage. 

The proclamation, after fraternal con- 
gratulations son the overthrow of the 
Romanoff dynasty, refers to the at- 
tempt by the Central Powers to enlist 
the Poles against the Entente by offer- 
ing “illusory political rights,’* and con- 
tinues: 

‘They wished at this price to buy the 
blood of a race which never fought for 
the maintenance of despotism. Nor will 
the Polish army go into battle now for 
the cause of the oppression of liberty 
and the dismemberment of its country 
under the leadership of its hereditary 
ene 


my. . 
Polish brothers, for you also_the 
hour of great decisions has struck, Free 
Russia calls you to her ranks in the 
fight for the liberty of the people.” 

The proclamation then announces that 
in accordance with the plan agreed upon 
by the Entente Allies for the prosecu- 
tion of the war, the provisional Govern- 
ment regards the TP? of an inde- 
pendent Polish State, cémposed .of all 
territories the majority of whose popu- 
lation is Polish, as a pledge of durable 

eace in the remodeled Europe of the 
uture. 

*“*Bound to Russia by a free military 
union,’’ adds the proclamation, “ the 
Polish State will be a, solid rampart 
against the pressure df the Central 
Powers against the Slav nation.”’ 

After announcing that it will lie with 
the constituent assembly of Russia 
definitely. to consolidate the new fra- 
ternal union and to give its consent to 
the modifications of Russian cerritories 
‘indispensable to the formation of a free 
Poland, the document concludes by ap- 
pealing to the Poles to accept the offer 
in the spirit of free brotherhood and to 
prepare to usher in a new and brilliaat 
era of Polish history. ; 

“May the ancient appeal of tie glori- 
ous precursors of your liberation,”’ says 
the proclamation, ‘ be preached with 
new and irresistible strength. Forward, 
gy A side and hand in hand for the 

ght.” 

The proclamation is signed by all the 
members of the provisional Government,

Russian Socialists’ Attitude to War. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 
LONDON, Saturday, March 31.—The 
Daily Chronicle’s Petrograd _ corre- 
spondent, discussing the appeal of the 
Council of Workmen’s and_ Soldiers’ 
Deputies to all the peoples of the world, 
says: . 
“The main point of view is clear. 
The Socialist one that dominate: the 
Council of orkmen’s and _ Soldiers’ 
Deputies stand for a war of defense 
as opposed to war of aggression, and 
this attitude is further elucidated in 
an article in the Rabochaya Gazata, 
the organ of the moderate Social Dem- 
ocrats, strongly opposing the idea of 
the annexation of Constantinople by 
Russia. 

*“On the main question as to the nec- 
essity for vigorous continuation of the 
war there now remains therefore no 
seriéus divergency‘of opinion. The only 
dispute is as to the concrete aims: of 
the war. The simple repudiation of 
all aggressive airs does not apparently 
for the Socialist parties mean the res- 
toration of the territofial status quo in 
Europe. The same meeting in which 
the Council of Workmen's and Soldiers’ 
Deputies adopted its appeal to the peo- 
ples it *unanimously opted a message 
to the Polisty people expressing the hope 
that Poland would become an inde- 
pendent democratic’ republic. 

‘But the establishment of a Polish 
republic obviously involves the loss of 
Posen and Western Galicia by the Cen- 
tral Powers. As to Eastern Galicia, 
with its Ukrainian population, I greatly 
doubt whether the Ukrainian mo- 
crats- who are now ralsing their heads 
in Kiev and hope to form there a 
strong‘ centre would .ever consent to 
the continued ‘subjection of Ukrainian 
Piedmont to Austrian rule. It is im- 
possible to imagine, too, that the Ar- 
menian Democrats would’ submit tame- 
ly to the re-establishment of Turkish 
rule in Armenia. 

‘““Denial of imperialistic aggression 
does net exclude irredéntism, and as 
the Council of Workmen’s and Soldiers’ 
Deputies expressly affirms the right of 
each nationality, to self-determination 
it cannot content itself with the pres- 
ent organization of. Europe... Some of 
its leaders,. in fact, look forward to a 
new Europe composed of free asso- 
ciations of free peoples; in other words, 
a sort of United States of Eu . But 
evidently a great de of ha think- 
ing has still to be done in connection 
with the new possibilities opened up 
by the Russian, revolution and further 
developments of the war.” 


TEUTONS FO’ COMPEL 
POLES TO JOIN ARMY 


Only a Few Hundred Recruits 
. Under Voluntary System in © 
; the New Kingdom. 


COPENHAGEN, March 29; (via Lon- 
don, March 30.}—Compulsory recruit- 
ing for the Polish army is evidently 
about to .be introduced in the new 
kingdom of Poland instead of the vol- 
unary system which has so far pro- 
duc only a few hundred recruits. 
Two army corps were fixed as the. min- 
imum by Austro-German calculations 
when the kingdom was established. 

According to Warsaw dispatches to 
the German papers a sort of national 
convention, convoked by the Polish 
Council of State, has passed a resolution 
calling for the organization of the Po- 
lish army on the lines on which the 
og Legion was recruited by Aus- 
tria in the early da of the war.

Hegler found most of the prisoners fast 
asleep late in the evening after a heavy 
penne during -which they had been 
taken captive. he correspondent se- 
lected. an intelligent-looking fellow “who, 
it turned out, was captured with an ad- 
vanced patrol.. He hailed from Kalisch 
and e broken German. , 

‘“* We never liked you Germans,’ the 
prisoner said, ‘‘ because you were 80 
much more efficient than we were. Our 
Colonel told us the news of the revolu- 
tion. “We have retired our little father, 
the Czar,’ he said. ‘We are now a re- 
public like America.’ comrades 
were quite satisfied with the announce- 
ment, but what really gladdened their 
hearts was that they got more to eat. 
Every second day now each man gets 
four pounds of bread, a quarter of: a 
pound of meat, and hot soup evenings.”’ 

The man. expressed, the fear that it 
would not last long. 

Another bright-looking ‘fellow of Petro- 
grad ‘was interviewed with the aid of in- 

rpreters. He said that General Soza- 
witch had ordered the officers to treat 
the men more politely on account of the 
dangerous conditions in the interior of 
Russia, but nevertheless to stick to mili- 
tary usage. Since then a great change 
had taken place. 

‘* Formerly,’’ he went on, ‘an officer 
would shout at you: -‘Shut up, you 
swine.’ Now he’ll say: ‘ What can I 
do for you, comrade?’ ” 

But this young Petrogradian admitted 
that. the officers had been very brave 
recently, and that some were in tne front 
rank during an,attack. . One was killed, 
and a Captain and Lieutenant captured 
by the Germans had fought to the last. 

Hegler. spoke to’ a number of other 
prisoners, but they were tired, dejected, 
and unable to evince any interest. They 
seemed to care little for the revolution. 
For some time Hegler had watched one 
bearded German landsturmer talking 
animatedly to one Russian _ prisoner. 
Both spoke Polish. ‘‘ I asked if the Rus- 
sian had told anything about the revolu- 
ulon,”” he said, ‘* No,’ was the land-

ONLY HER CAPTAIN RESCUED 


Cunarder Arriving Here Was Called 
Back to Port and Held— 
~ Mines In Course. 


. The officersiand érew of the Cunarder 
Orduna, which arrived here yesterday 
from Liverpool, were cheered up before 
they sailed by the news that the German 
submarine which sank the Laconia. on 
Feb. 25 and the Folia on March Hi, 
among other vessels, had been destroyed 
off Connebeg on the southwest coast of 
Ireland, between the Tuskars) and 
Queenstown, on March 15. 

Séveral of the crew saw the com- 
mandant in German naval uniform land- 
ed by a patrol boat at the Prince’s land- 
ing stage bt 4 o’clock on Friday _after- 
noon, March 16, and marched under an 
armed squad consisting of aSergeant and 
twelve soldiers with fixed bayonets to 
the Dale Street Police Station, where he 
was locked up. 

What appeared to be an old British 
tramp steamship, that was slowly cruis- 
ing along the southwest coast of Ireland 
off Connebeg, was attacked at 4 o’clock 
on the afternoon of March 15 by a Ger- 
man submarine of the latest type. .After 
a torpedo the U-boat disappeared. 
As the ‘steamship was rapidly sinking, 
the submarine rose to the surface to see 
the name of tne vesseh and that action 
was: fatal. After being torpedoed the 
supposed tramp, which was a patrol ves- 
nef in disguise, let down her dummy 
superstructure, the crew with guns run 
out, and the ship sinking under them, 
waited for their turn, which the Captain 
was sure would come, and it did. ~ 

A broadside from the patrol boat’s 
three four-point seven guns blew the 
submarine to pieces, and the* com- 
mandant, who was in the conning tower, 
was the only one of the crew‘of thirty- 
seven men that was saved. When the 
disguised patrol boat was under water, 
the crew jumped overboard and swam to 
their lifeboats, which were floating 
alongside. The rescued submarine Cap- 
tain admitted having sunk the Laconia 
and the Folia. ° 


U-Foat Commander a Spy. 
One of the first-cabin passengers of 
the Orduna, who declined to have his 
name used on account of his business 


dealings with the British Government, 
said that a submarine commander who 
was captured on March 18 in the English 
Channel off Plymouth through a bomb 
from a patrol boat forcing him tod go up 
to the surface, had a receipted bill from 
a hotel in Southampton dated March 11. 

The military authorities at Plymouth 
believed that the German naval officer, 
who spoke English remarkably well, the 
passenger said, must have got ashore 
from the submarine in a small coilapsible 
boat and. gone to the hotel in disguise 
to find out the movements of the trans- 
ports leaving that port for France, 
Egypt, and India with troops. 

In February, forty-one submarines 
were sunk or captured, the passenger 
said, according to one of the senior of- 
ficials of the British Board of Trade. 
They were mostly sunk by bombs thrown

‘The Orduna passenger added that the 
airplanes were being assisted in finding 
the positions for the motor patrol boats 
by thousands of seagulls, which have 
been unusually numerous off the Irish 
Coast this Winter.

Attacked British Trawler. 


The German submarine somewhere off 
the Irish coast attacked a British trawl- 
er. It had. fired one torpedo, which 
missed its mark, and was preparing to 
fire another when a British patrol! 
steamed up. The patrol fired a ‘shot 
that went just ‘ever the top of the sub- 
marine. It splashed in the water be- 
yond. ‘ 

The submarine started off, its com- 
mander evidently not’ wanting to fight 


the patrol. It had gone but a’short dis- 
tance, thé patrol after it, when sud- 
denly the under-Water craft was seen 
to slacken speed. gincfl aninkg, was nearly 
half a mile off at the time. As the pa-. 
trol steamed nearer, firing a shell at 
the submarine, one, two, three, then half 
a dozen wild-eyed men of the U-boat 
crew ran onto the submarine’s. deck, 
eachy in turn lifting up his hands in an 
attitude of surrender. The trol 
stopped firing and cautiously went 
nearer until it.was within se dis- 
tance of.the submarine. ll the time 
its guns were trained on the U-boat. 

The crew tried to explain, all talking 
wildly at once, that they wanted to give 
themselves up.. One of them yelled out 
in fairly good English: 

“ * Qur officers are all killed.” 

The patrol dispatched a small. boat to 
the submarine, while the German crew 
stood stock still upon the deck holding 
their hands above their heads.. They 
were taken aboard the ‘patrol and. Brit- 
ish officers went aboard the submarine. 
An amazing sight confronted them. 
Every officer of the submarine was ly- | 
ing dead, either upon the deck or in 
the hold, each with one or more bullets | 
in the head. o had alsq been shot 
through the heart 


Rebelied Agninat Officers. 

In frerizied speech the German crew 
explained that they had rebelled against 
putting themselves to further risk in 
the hazardous game of submarine war- 
fare and had‘ attacked their officers. 
Some of the officers they shot; other of- 
ficers shot themselves. The whole sub- 
marine, the crew said, was in a tur- 


moil from the time the first shot from 
the British trol had passed over the 


Tod that the crew had re- 
ore, after an engagement i 
which the submarine narrowly esca 
being sunk by a British patrol. he 
men had been working at high pitch, 
they said, and could endure no more 
of it. The officers themselves, the crew 
sald, were half crazed from the inces- 
sant, grind and peril of their work and 
were unable to maintain discipline. _ . 
When it looked. as if submarine 
was to be sunk by the British patrol, 
crew and officers became panic-stricken. 
Some of the officers tried to calm the 
uprising, but ‘were powerless against it.

BOGUS’ ARGUMENTS. 

Those. Germans who, while Ger- 
many makes war on us, are still per- 
mitted to circulate statements and 
misstatements designed to help Ger- 
many and injure the United States 
fare busy circulating one that is rather 
worse than usual. It consists of a 
letter signed by one Emm AHLBORN 
of Boston denouncing the Secretary 
of State for omitting from the White 
Book the British order of Nov. 2, 
1914, warning neutrals out of the 
North Sea, and a letter from Sec- 
retary LANSING explaining that 

as it was impossible to publish all the 

material in the department relating to 

the war, and as the order of Nov.: 2, 

1914, had already been made public by 

the department, it was deemed un- 

necessary at the time to reprint the 
order in the official White Book. 

“Later I learned, from the Con- 
‘gressional Record,” says AHLBORN, 
“that at least two American ships, 
“the Carib and the Evelyn, had been 
“gunk there with loss of American 
“ lives." 

‘He, omits.to mention 
Secretary of. State who 
ceived the people was not Mr. 
LANSING but Mr. BRYAN. Unques- 
tionably Mr. Brran should: have pub- 
lished the order, but it would not 
have pleased the Germans if he had; 
for nothing could be published which 
would more clearly show the differ- 
ence between: British and German 
warfare than to print the facts. The 
British did, on Nov. 2, 1914, warn 
neutrals that travel in thé North Sea 
would be at their peril. Why? Be- 
cause, without giving any such warn- 
‘ng, the Germans had been “ scatter- 
“ing mines indiscriminately in the 
“open sea,’’ and the British were, 
therefore, obliged to make the North: 
Sea a’ military area. The difference 
was that which exists between a man 
who sets a bear-trap and puts up 4 
sign warning the neighbors and a 
man who, without putting up a sign, 
shoots at all passers from behind a 
fence. Some of these mines, the -Ad- 
miralty order announced, had been 
laid’ by ships flying neutral flags. 
It was one of the first exhibitions of 
German methods to which the world’ 
was treated and provoked more horror 
than would be the case now.

It was the sensation of the 
day when‘ it occurred, sand it. is safe 
to say that nobody, AHLBORN “Includ- 
ed, learned of it long afterward from 
the’ Congressional Record. These 
ships were the first Americans sunk 
after the. German war _ declara- 
tion of Feb. 4, 1915, that “every en- 
“emy’ merchant ship found in this 
“war zone will be destroyed,” .and 
that neutrals might be attacked’ by 
mistake, and their sinking caused an 
éxcitement that was speedily lost’ in 
the larger crimes that followed. The 
Germans, however, excepted from 
their decree “ the routes of navigation 
“ around e -north’ of the Shetland 
“Islands in the eastern part of the 
7 North Sea, and a strip thirty miles 
“ wide along the Dutch coast.” 

The Carib and the Evelyn did not 
learn of the decree in time and did 
not take the safety route, and they 
were destroyed within a week: after 
the declaration went into effect, 
which Was Feb. 18, 1915. To pre- 
tend, as the. German propagandists 
are pretending, that they were sunk 
by the British is. characteristic. They 
were sunk far from ‘the limits. of the 
recognized British mine field. . Ger- 
many _neyer denied that they. might 
have been sunk by her, and the mat- 
ter was never followed up, simply. be- 
cause the President was convinced 
that both vessels had taken the wrong 
course. Her invitation to neutrals 
te take a certain route was warning 
of what would happen if they did 
not, and the difference between her 
warning and that of England ‘was 
that England’s really was a warning 
and Germany’s a .threat. There is 
all the difference between. a man -who 
‘warns you that a charge of dynamite 
is about to be set off in the road 
ahead and a man who tells you that 
if you take that road he will fire on 
you. 


AN UNCONSCIOUS TRIBUTE. 

In the course of their savage retreat 
the Germans paid the French a sin- 
gularly high and delicate compliment. 
They tore open church graveyards 
and coffins, desecrating the graves 
of men and women who died years 
ago.

situation. Presumably he did say “ ori- 
| entation,” for that is a term that, could 
have ‘been transferred -with little change 
to the German language, as so many 
other words. of like provenience have 
been, -but .nobody would. have been 
likely to employ it who was unaware of 
all its significations and implications, 
and they are many. 

The idea of ‘‘ rising ’’ or “‘ arising ’’ is, 
of course, the one-that links it with that 
of revolt. The meaning goes much fur- 
ther, however, and varies widely, ac- 
cording to the domain of thought with 
which the speaker is most familiar. For 
architects and theologians, “ orienta- 
tion ’’ is apt to bring into consciousness 
the construction of churchés on an east 
and west line, with the high altar at the 
eastern end,' and either class might find 
in it some reference to the direction in 
which dead people should be laid both 
before and after burial. Modern psychi- 
atrists and alienists, too, have “‘ orienta- 
tion ’’ firmly fixed in their technical or 
professional vocabulary, for they are 
wont to describe a patient.as able or 
unable to ‘“‘orient’’ himself, meaning 
thereby that he does or does not cor- 
rectly place himself, mentally, in rela- 
tion to his. surroundings. 

Any or even all of these significances 
may have been lurking under cover in 
the mind of the Herr MveEtize who so 
cautiously and obliquely told the Reichs- 
tag’ that the leash was removed 
from the straining submarines in order

German prisoners now in British hands 
pay with their lives for the nefarious 
acts of their home Government, that 
would be simply to invite like or worse 
treatment for a greater number of 
British. prisoners in Germany. ‘ Aerial 
raids on German towns are probably 
what the British authorities had in con- 
templation when they formulated their 
warning, but. such. raids would not. be 
as much of punishment, and especially 
not as much of prevention, as they 
would ‘be revenge inflicted on the wrong

The Allies cannot enter into a com- 
petition -with Germany in “ atrocities.” 
It would be a hopeless rivalry, for one

HOW GERMANY CAN PAY. 


‘Return French and Flemish Art to 
' Former Owners. 


Princeton, N. J., March 28, 1917. 
To the Editor. of The New York Times: 

If there is left in the world any prin- 
ciple. of justice, the Germans ‘must pay 
for the wanton devastation they are 
making in France. It is in. vain that 
their: dispatches plead military neces- 
sity. .Law and custom of the civilized 
world limit such necessity, An army 
may destroy houses and villages which 
hinder the usé of a particular terrain. 
Such right, however, is properly exer- 
cised only when a battle is imminent. 
There is no warrant for: destroying a 
whole region, on the. off chance that 
battles will be fought somewhere within 
its limits. In brutally ravaging one of 
the fairest portions of France, the Ger- 
mans are consistent with their record in 
Belgium and Poland. 

Their cruel and ignoble policy has, of 
course, its base in their theory of the 
conduct of war. Other nations expect to 
win by the impression their troops make 
on the armed foe. Germany. expects to 
win by striking terror into’ helpless ‘non- 
combatants. She hoped to hasten vic- 
tory by sacking Aerschot, Dinant, Lou- 
vain, and scores of hapless villages. She 
now hopes to’ make the cost of driving 
her back intolerably heavy by creating 
@ wilderness‘ as she withdraws. How 
shall such a nation be dealt with in de- 
feat? 

The danger is some casual recourse to 
lex talionis. The time is not too far, dis- 
tant when reprisals for Louvain could 
be made in the lovely cities of the 
Rhine. The Drachenfels might pay for 
the demolished castle of Coucy. Such 
vengeance would be just, but mistaken. 
Cool-headed justice would impose sim- 
ply payment for damage inflicted, and 
indemnities running over years, 4nd re- 
minding: children of the sins of their 
fathers would be a far more exemplary 
retribution than reprisals in kind. 

lf this view is correct, it has a dis- 
tinct bearing on the peace terms. As a 
preliminary to negotiations, Germany 
should be required to surrender Ham- 
burg and Bremen. It is only through 
possession of the great Custom Houses 
of the empire that there can be any cer- 
tainty of collecting the vast indemnities 
which Germany will owe. The Custom 
Houses should be held until the guaran- 
tees for payment are adequate. It 
would be an exemplary act if the En- 
tente Allies should commit the estimate 
of indemnity to an impartial tribunal, 
as The Hague Court. Nothing would 
more strengthen the principle of inter- 
national arbitration. 

But there is a class of indemnity that 
can never be paid in money. How com- 
pensate in cash for she lo@ly churches, 
cathedrals, and town halls -of France 
and Flanders which the barbarian has 
ruthlessly destroyed?

$66,240 for 129, the Highest 
Average Price Ever Paid for 
-a Dead: Artist's Works. 


“EDGE OF VILLAGE,” $4,100 


‘Twin Trees’ and ‘Misty Afternoon’ 
Each Bring. $2,500—Other 
Artists’ Pictures Sold. 


One hundred and twenty-nine pictures, 
the completed works of Henry W. 
Ranger, whose-death occurred last year, 
the sale of which was completed last 
evening in the American Art Galleries, 
brought a’ grand total of $66,240, the 
highest average..of prices ever brought 
by a dead artist’s paintings. The aver- 
age prige per picture was $513.. This is 
a much higher average than was 
brought by the paintings .of either In- 
ness or Wyant, the latter bringing an 
average of $337. The sixty-four pict- 
ures by Mr. Ranger sold on Thursday 
night brought $28,830, and the sixty-five 
selling last evening $37,410. 

There were 164. pictures in the entire 
collection included in the Ranger sale, 
35 pictures belonging to Mr. Ranger by 
other artists. These brought $5,065, 
bringing the returns for the 83 pictures 
sold last evening to $42,363, and making 
a grand total for the sale of $77,305. 

There was a, big gathering of inter- 
ested people‘ at’ both sales, including 
many artists. ‘The highest price last 
evening and of the sale was paid by 
Harry 8S. Harkness—$4,100° for Picture 
141 of the datalogue, *‘ The Edge of the 
Village,’ an unusual picture; a pool in 
the foreground, trees at thé rear, two 
large old oaks standing cn either side 
and forming a frame through. which is 
seen the vista of the New England 
village.
